I. Claims 1 -6, drawn to a method for identifying substances that alter the interaction 
of presenilin and presenilin binding protein, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1 . 

II. Claims 7-17, drawn to a method for identifying substances that modulate nuclear 
translocation of an armadillo protein, classified in class 435, subclass 69.1 . 

III. Claims 1 8-23, drawn to a method for screening individuals for presenilin alleles 
associated with Alzheimer's disease, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
The methods of Inventions I, II, and III require different products and steps and have 
different endpoints. Therefore, Inventions I, II, and III are patentably distinct. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
